




























































Student Enrollment 


At CSUS Reaches 
Record High Mark

Attendance at CSUS is up over 
last fall’s record enrollment high of 
22,967 and for the first time the uni- 
versity has over 23,000 students 
enrolled, Tom Edwards, university 
registrar, reported. 


After Friday, the last day for stu- 
dents to drop classes without the 
instructor and department chairper- 
son's approval. the attendance fig- 
ures stood at 23,082, or more im- 
portant, a full-time equivalency of 
16,975 students. Last fall’s official 
enroliment figure dropped to 21,190 
with total withdrawals, and 613 per- 
sons had withdrawn from classes as 
of Friday to lower this year’s official 
figure to 22,469 students 


The FTE, the number that figures 
prominently in the school budget 
planning, is an average of 15 units 
per student. Currently CSUS stu- 
dents average 11.6 units, Richard 
Krolak, assistant vice president of 
academic and budget planning, said 


Neither Edwards or Krolak are 
expecting a surge in late registration 
like last fall’s rise that saw the FTE 
jump 1,552 students to a total of 
17,375. Both believe that this fall's 
FTE will remain close to last year’s 
figure 

“We haven't had anywhere near 
the business of last year’s late regis 
tration,” Krolak stated. “The trend 
has been about half the business of 
last year.” 


Friday was to be the “low water 
mark” of registration, Krolak said, 
since it was the tast day for most 
students to drop classes. This week 
should see a steady increase of stu 
dents enrolling in classes, Edwards 
said, Edwards reminded students 
that Sept. 25 ts the last day to add 
classes 


By Friday, the university will 
have an accurate count, with no 
more than a 25 to 30 student var 
iance, of what the FTE number will 
beon Oct. 5, the official census date, 
according to Edwards. 


Edwards and Krolak pointed to 
computer assisted registration and 
an increase in late registration fees 
from $5 to $20 as the reasons for the 
drop off in late registration. This fall

City Council im a landslide victory on

Serna, running in District 5, cap- 
tured 2,586 votes or 60.5 percent. 
His nearest opponent, Ples Fisher, 
received 959 votes or 22 percent, 
while Margaret Hanshaw ran third 
with 726 votes or 17 percent

percent of the 17,000 potential votes

Restraint and reciprocity are the two goals of the Rea- 
gan administration in dealing with the Soviet Union, said 
Laura Kennedy, officer with the Soviet Affairs Bureau, 
Department of State, speaking before two government 
classes Tuesday at CSUS. 

The United States should emphasize restraint of the 
imperialistic moves of the Soviet Union, and should recip- 
rocate the actions of the Soviet Union, being as tough or as 
lenient as they are, Kennedy said. 

“If che Soviets decide to open and relax restrictions 
such as travel for Americans outside of Moscow, then we, 
of course, would do the same.” 


Kennedy believes this administration could be the most 
successful in establishing detente with the Soviets “if they 
start taking us seriously about our policies, such as a 
peaceful solution to the problem in Afghanistan, including 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops.” 


It is the aim of the Reagan administration to revitalize 
U.S. defense and economy, and the alliances between the 
United States and other western nations 


“Poland is a perfect example of this type of revitaliza- 
tion of the alliances. Contingency plans had been worked 
out in case of invasion. It was positively traumatic for the 
Soviet Union. They would have moved in if they hadn't 
realized the nft it would have caused between East and 
West for years to come,” Kennedy noted. But, Kennedy 
added, one can only speculate on how the Kremlin would

react to the crisis in the future. A deterrent to intervention 
has been the alliance pact, but Poland could very well turn 
to the Soviet Union to bail them out of debt.” 


Kennedy cited the ultimate goal of U.S. foreign policy 
1s the move toward “international law and self-determi- 
nation, a world in which nations can determine their own 
course without threat or force of other nations.” Yet, when 
elaborating on American imperialistic moves within the 
last several years, Laura's husband, John, who was also 
attending the lecture and is a 30-year veteran of the 
Foreign Service, contradicted his wife by saying the United 
States would put aside the ideal of self-determination in 
order to achieve an overall strategic goal. 


“We will not support any government hostile towards 
the United States,” he said. 

Kennedy calls the meetings this week between Secre- 
tary of State Alexander Haig and Soviet Security Advisor 
Andre Gromeko a great advancement for relations be- 
tween the two countries. She admitted that the Soviet 
Umion had become nervous due to the drastic changes in 
this administration's policies and those of the laet adminis- 
tration. These talks will be to set the date for future discus- 
sions dealing with the sales of arms and aggressive Soviet 
moves. 


Kennedy was brought to Sacramento as part of a 
delegation selected to speak on Soviet Affairs, through the 
International Center at CSUS. Following her speeches 


here, she spoke before the World Affairs Council in 


Sacramento. 


Baird Speaks on Abortion

“Unless women are free, no man 
is truly free,” Bill Baird told students 
during a speech he delivered on the 
south lawn of the University Union 
on Wednesday. 

Baird, considered the “Father of 
Abortion”, asked several questions 
of the crowd and when people did not 
know the answers, he asked, “Now 
do you realize the need to educate 
peop!:?” “A few of the things I've 
told you I bet you weren't aware of.” 
He said considering that the people 
in the crowd who were supposedly 
intelligent didn’t know all about birth 
control, imagine what peor unedu- 
cated people know. 

He stressed the need for better 
education in birth control methods 
and said that most birth control 
methods should be used under a doc- 
tor’s care. “The pill is not a candy 
drop and diaphragms need to be fit- 
ted by a doctor.” 

Baird started the first abortion 
clinic in New York in 1963. Since 
then 27 clinics have been bombed 
and only one of the arsonists has 
been caught, Baird said. He added

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No Bike Parking? 
U-Lok in Catch 22

A tale of the U-Lok “‘sitch”’. 

For those who ride their bikes to school,

For those of you who are unfamiliar with the 
U-Lok situation, | offer a brief synopsis of the not-so- 
current events that prompted the updating of the 
original story. 

The original story that appeared in The State 
Hornet on October 24, 1980, explained that in an 
attempt to alleviate bicycle parking problems at 
CSUS, the university had purchased 20 U-Lok Il 
Bicycle Security Systems to supplement bike racks 
and bike lockers already used on campus. 

The U-Loks were purchased four months prior to 
the articles’ appearance that explained that the sys- 
tefns were in storage awaiting installation. 

Sixteen months have passed since the U-Loks 
were purchased and we're still waiting. Perhaps the 
administration intends to raise money by selling them 
as antiques. Then again, there could be valid reasons 
for the delay. 

According to Fred Cunha, Director of Campus 
Planning, the U-Lok II's have not been installed due 
to a lack of funds. “Plant Operations is only tunded 
for maintenance - not for installations,” said Cunha. 

Let's hear it for Proposition 13! You couldn't find 
a better example of a “Catch 22”. 

How can a university spend its precious funds on 
20 U-Lok systems, at $47.70 each, and then let 
them sit idle for over a year? Please expiain! 

~ The installation of the U-Loks is near the bottom 


af the Plant Operations list of priorities Cunha said. | 


The answer appears to be an easy one. Hire more 


people to help. We can’t hire more people . . . the 


money was spent on U-Loks! 
When the U-Lok’s are installed they will be 


located on Sinclair Road. A few of you are probably | 
mildly upset by this news because you would like to | 


see bike racks closer to the classrooms. 

Dr. Chris Tomine, Director of Aaininistrative and 
Business Affairs, explained that “bike racks are only 
located on the perimeter of the campus, because the 
central core of campus is for pedestrians only.” | 
guess he has a point — people and bikes don’t mix. 

Whether you decide to park your bike in desig- 
nated areas is up to you. However, Crime Prevention 
Officer Carl Perry assured me that within the next 
couple of weeks, the police will start issuing citations 
instead of warnings to illegally parked bicycles. 

Perry explained that he realizes that a shortage of 
valid bicycle racks is evident, however, he also indi- 
cated that there is a lower incidence of bike thefts in 
designated areas because there are usually so many 
witnesses around. 

There is no cut-and-dried solution to the problem. 
Maybe, if enough people complain about the lack of 
bike racks, Plant Operations will promote installing 
the U-Loks to a higher position on their list of 
priorities.

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Benefits and Dangers of 
Tear Gas Shown in Class

The first of five public tear gas 
training courses was held at Con- 
sumnes River College last Monday. 
Instuctor Tennise Allen, a corporal 
from the Sacramento County She- 
riff's Training Academy, covered 
every aspect of the weapon that pri 
vate citizens must know. 

Tear gas is a chemical agent that 
irritates nerve endings in the face, the 
respiratory tract and tear ducts, 
Allen said. When sprayed in the 
face, the eyes water profusely, caus- 
ing temporary blindness. Breathing 
becomes difficult when the vapor is 
inhaled. It can be an exremely effec- 
tive means of self-defense, but there 
are some limitations that tear gas 
carriers must be aware of, said 
Allen. One of these problems could 
be the victim’s state of mind. “Tear 
gas is good if you believe in it, and 
don't hesitate to use it. You're wast- 
ing your money if you're afraid of it.” 

Other factors that may impair the 


effectiveness of this weapon include 
insensitivity to the chemical agents, 
availability of the tear gas canister 
when needed, wind direction if spray- 
ed outside, and the size of the room if 
sprayed indoors. 

According to Allen, individual 
sensitivity to tear gas varies. Some 
people are disabled by as little as one 
particle per 10 million of tear gas, 
but others are hardly affected. Dark 
skinned individuals are usually less 
susceptible to the chemical agents 
than fair skinned people, and might 
react to the spray a few seconds 
later. “Those few seconds could be 
crucial if the victim only has a 
moment to escape,” said Allen. 

Intoxicated people and other 
heavily-drugged individuals often 
have extremely diminished sensitiv 
ity to tear gas, Allen said 

“People who are stoned on nar 
cotics or pickled, aren't in any shape 
to feel anything. Also, attackers who 
are hysterical often can't feel the 
effects because they are full of adre

Low Reserve Fund Prompts 


Brown to ask for CSUS Cuts

Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr 
has requested that colleges and um 
versitizs submit 1982-83 budgets 
five percent below the normal base- 
line planning estimate resulting in 
cuts to student services and supplies, 
according to Richard Krolak, As- 
sistant Vice President of Academic 
Budget and Planning. 

The reasons for the reduced bud 
get, according to Brown, are the 
reduced state of the general and pru- 
dent reserve funds, and the passage 
of tax cuts and Proposition 13 

The reserve fund established last 
year has been drawn upon and is 
now below three percent the amount 
generally considered to be prudent, 
according to Brown. 

“The cuts on the CSUS campus 
will be in the area of supplies and 
services to students. This means that 
some of the equipment requests, and 
services in the area of student assist- 
ants and graduate assistants will be 
reduced,” said Krolak. 


“Budget reductions are nothing 
new to CSUS

Injuries are a part of life for all athletes. It's nearly 
impossible to participate in any sport without getting hurt. 
Twisting, pulling, tearing or breaking an appendage is 
common and nearly unavoidable 

Some athletes are luc!.y. Many will play four years of 
football with only cuts and bruises, Others have the odds 
against them. Possible great seasons vanish before ath- 
letes’ eyes ‘because of sudden, recurring injunes. Those 
who are very untortunate may see career hopes come to an 
end. 

Mike Galligan knows all about nagging injuries. Run- 
ning for the men’s track and cross country teams here at 
CSUS has literally been a pain. Thanks to leg and back 
problems, Galligan has been more of a spectator than a 
participant in hus last year-and-a-half at CSUS. These 
problems almost caused him to give up « ompetitive run- 
ning completely 

The Galligan family is sports-minded. Mike's sister 
Sharon is presently an All-Amencan in women’s basket- 
ball at CSU Chico. It was therefore only natural that he 
wasted no time in finding his mche in running 

After setting nine Marysville High School track records 
and winning the individual sectional cross country cham- 


<= pionship, Galligan went on to Yuba City Junior College 
2 Injuries were soon to follow 


“I set three school records at Yuba about a week before 
| was hurt,” Galligan remembered. “I’m the record holder 
inthe 1,500 meters, 5,000 meters and the two mile. Then 
I developed shinsplints and other lower leg problems.” 


Soccer Win Unspectacular: 





Once the pain went away, Galligan went on to the 
junior college state championship meet for two consecutive 
years with Yuba City’s cross country and track teams. By 
this time, he had established himself as one of the area's 
premier runners. 

In the fall of 1979, Mike Galligan transferred to CSUS 
and wasted no time making himself known to the Hornets 
and other teams as well. He was on his way to his most 
memorable season ever. “My highlight was finishing sev- 
enth in the NCAA Division II Cross Country Nationals at 
Riverside. That placed me as an All-American,” he says 
proudly, 

At 6'2” and 172 lbs., Galligan is one of the bigger 
runners you will see running track or cross country. Des- 
pite being physically sound, injuries came back to haunt 
him during track in 1980, and they have been with him, on 
and off, ever since. 

Assistant cross country coach Bob Jamieson recalls 
Galligan’s troubles during the 1980 track season. “My 
experience with Mike was limited because he was injured 
most of the season. He only ran two races in track and then 
red-shirted (sat out of competition) because of a stress 
fracture.” 

Things didn’t get any better for Galligan in the fall. “I 
ran in one cross country meet last year and then my shins 
flared up,” Galligan noted. “The doctor called it a stress 
reaction. | rested all through the season until about the end 
of January when I started to run again.” 

When track rolled around earlier this year, another 
injury took it’s toll. “After two meets, | ended up with a 
lower back problem,” Galligan said. “It kept me out for 
five weeks.”

by Nagging Injuries 


At age 22, Mike Galligan had serious doubts about 
whether or not to try and run on this year's Hornet cross 
country team. Being constantly plagued by injuries since 
competing at Yuba City, Galligan had a tough decision to 
make, 

“L almost didn’t come out for the team because | was 
discouraged about my leg injuries,” he said. But Mike 
Galligan is presently back in the Hornet green again and, 
barring further ailments, could regain his old form 

The first competition for Galligan this season came just 
last Saturday at San Jose where he finished 13th overall! 
with a time of 26:02 on the five mile course. He was 
pleased. “I felt pretty good about the meet. | really haven't 
been training that hard over the summer.” Perhaps time is 
the best cure 

Cross country head coach Joe Neff sees a bright sea- 
son for Galligan. “Mike placed seventh in the NCAA 
Championships, that indicates his potential. | expect him 
to match or exceed his previous performance's this year.” 

Neff adds, ‘Michael has a great many attributes, One 
is his build. His upper body strength is a very important 
asset. He looks like he's been lifting weights all his life.” 

Also aware of Galligan’s ability is assistant coach Jam- 
ieson. “Mike is highly competitive. You don't really realize 
this unless you observe him in competition. He's noted for 
being one of the stronger runners at the end of a race in the 
Far Western Conference. Any competitor or coach knows 
of Mike Galligan.” 

After graduating as a Business Major next June, Galli- 
gan plans to stop running on a regular basis, but still hopes 
to keep in shape. Hopefully, his final year athletically will 
be his best ever. The odds should be in his favor by now.

Room for Cramped Coach

When there is no room to move and everyone is brea- 
thing recycled air, space is needed. 

The field house is a case in point. The small building by 
Hornet Stadium that accommodates the football offices, a 
locker room, and a couple of weight rooms needs some 
revision. 

Coach Bob Mattos wants to keep details of the 
improvements low-key, but hints that the building is too 
crowded, and would like to have the use of a mobile trailer 
during football season. 

“In my office, | have nine graduate assistants working 
with me, plus seven coaches that have to be jammed 
together,” Mattos said. 

There are four desks alone in Mattos’ office, which 
makes it very crowded when he needs some privacy. 

“There are times when | have to talk to a kid because of 
academic, personal, or financial reasons, and | don't have 
any privacy, eo | have to take him out to the stadium and 
talk to him,” Mattos said. 

The idea of having the use of a trailer came one step 
closer fast week, when it passed the Campus Planning 
Commission. 

It now only has to be passed by University President 
Lloyd Johns for the plans of a trailer to become official, 
Ds should make his decision sometime early this 

Hi Johns docs aifirm the trailer issue, it would be 
financed by the Athletic Department. 

The trailer would be rented during football season for 
three months, at approximately $85 per month. 

It would be located near the field house, although the

inside the trailer, it is alenost certain there will be offices and 
storage. 

Mattos aiso complains about the weight rooms. “Our 
weight program is the worst in the state of California. We 
have more players than we do facilities,” he said. 

Fewer sections of physical education weight training 
classes are due to the lack of facilities, 

Weight training classes are traditionally popular, but 
there are more students who want the class, than are 
available. 

“f think administration should be more cooperative 
with the athletic denartment,” Mattos said. “I'm trying to 
build up this footvall program, but it's difficult with our 
facilities.” 

Mattos said he isnt trying to turn CSUS into a Notre 
Dame of the west, but just more equitable with the other 
universities in the Far Western Conference. 

Mattos feels that a mobile trailer would help the football 
program a great deal.

‘Mao to Mozart;” a Documentary 


that Stirs Viewers’ Emotion

The Oscar winning From Mao 
to Mozart” falls into a special breed 


ot dox umentary films it 6a visual 


recording of an event that stirs the 
viewers emotions through the per 
sonality of the film’s central attrac 
tion — violinst Isaac Stern 


Stern, along with pianist David 
Golub, toured China in June 1979 
Onginaily the tour was approached 
as “a cultural exchange between 
Americans and Chinese to say ‘hello’ 
through music.” But from the onset, 
Stern became involved with a need 
to influence Chinese musicians to 
bring passion and feeling to their 
interpretation of western music, 


From the Peking Opera’s classi- 
cal repertowe to the Shanghai Con. 
servatory of Music, Stern is mov 
ingly portrayed as a Missionary 
Maestro, instructing musicians of all 
ages on the art of feeling and believ- 
ing every note by playing from their 


recreating what they are relearning is 
captured with expert precision by 


producer-director Murray Lerner 


Lerner, along with artistic super 
visor Allan Miller, recorded the event 
on 200,000 feet of film and then 
broke it down to an 84 minute film 
that aptly captures the spirit of the

Stern becomes very impressed 
with the strict physical disciphne that 
the Chinese apply to all art forms 
The discipline begins at an early age 
While visiting Shanghai, Stern is 
treated to some astounding dernon 
strations of physical art.

French, who is in the Masters program in counselor 
education and is working for PASAR as a peer counselor, 
feels that yoga is the tool by which she has come to know 
herself. 

Over 40, overweight and with back pain, she first 


_ studied yoga as a hobby. | en years later, her lithe figure, 


encased in blue -otards, demonstrates some of the pos 
tures she will use in the class 
Moving to Sacramento after her divorce, she studied 

yoga at the Holistic Health Institute where she also lived 
for a time. She obtained her credential to teach yoga, then 
studied in the Bahamas with a swami from India to gain 
more teaching experience 

The format of the class will be yoga first, followed by a 
support group. She believes there is no way to take care of 
emotional conflict and stress without body awareness also 
It is not possible to take the yoga or the support group 
separately 

In addition to the emotional/mind expenence of achier 
ing balance in the center of oneself, French also believes 
that women, as they get older need yoga on a physical 
level, too. They need the stretching, in particular, to pro 
vide flexibility. Yoga supplies cardiovascular stimulation 
even though it appears to be a very mild activity. It keeps 
the body limber, maintains muscle tone, and makes you 
feel great, said French 

The poses of composure are important There are three 
major ones: the reclining or corpse pose, the sitting or stick 
posz, and the standing or mountain pose 

In the « omposure postures one learns to pay atlention 
to what is happening in the body, to assimilate what went 
on in the previous postures, and to prepare for the next 
ones 

Breathing is also very unportant. Taking the stretches 
slowly and breathing inte them allows for the maximum 
stretching to take place 

So many women over 40 think of themselves

French teaches a form of Hatha Yoga called lyengar 
Yoga developed by a Mr. B.K.S. lyengar, an Indian in his 
eighties who has been doing this all his life. It is a more 
interesting and creative form of Hatha Yoga according to 
French 

She emphasizes, also, that yoga is not a religion, From 
the Sanskrit word meaning yoke or union, yoga is a union 
of the mind and body in a very holistic way 

There are three elements in yoga: posture, breathing, 
ind meditation. French says that she only touches on the 
xeditation aspect of yoga 

French graduated from UC Berkeiey in 1953 as an 
nglish major. After the breakup of her marriage she 
ecame totally involved in yoga, but decided, finally, that 
te wanted to do something more. After some vocatjonal

French feels that counseling and yoga have a lot in 
cmmon.

bottom of your purse under a dirty 
Kleenex. Whenever you think you re 
in danger, keep it in your hand or 
pocket, ready to use," advised Allen. 

The same problern that makes 
spitting into the wind unwise applies 
to tear gas, according to Allen. Vic- 
tims who spray the vapor against the 
wind find themselves at the mercy of 
their assailants, said Allen. “You will 
also be affected if you spray it mn a 
small room, though probably not as 
badly as your attacker,” she added 

Tear gas is subject to some strict 
legal limitations. Although it is a 
non-lethal weapon, people who 
spray it for any reason other than 
self-defense might be convicted of an 
assault. Allen described a situation 
that would tempt some people to use 
their tear gas: “Suppose you sud 
denly see a little old lady apparently 
being beaten. You are not iegally 
authorized io use your tear gas 
against the attacker You don't know 
the facts, and could be convicted of 
assault 

A person who uses tear gas 
unlawfully, even to protect someone 
else, faces a maximum of one year in 
prison and a $1000 fine if prose 
cuted by the state, said Allen. Depen 
ding on the circumstances, the penal 
ty might be more lenient. “If you can 
establish in court that you had a 
good reason to spray the tear gas, 
you might get away with a snail fine 
But you never know. Maybe the per 


son you thought was being attacked 
actually caused the disturbance,” he 
added. 


Sometimes it is even difficult for 
victims to determine if they are being 
assaulted. According to Allen, the

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PERB Faculty Unit Decision 
Opens Way for Union Elections

The Public Employment Rela 
tions Board of the State of Califorma 
has reached a decision on the make- 
up of faculty bargaining units for the 
CSUS campus. 

The PERB determination has sep- 
arated the faculty and staff into four 
separate units: Faculty Unit, Aca 
demic Support Unit, Health Care 
Support Unit, Physicians Unit. 

“The PERB decision has cleared 
the way for elections to see which 
bargaining unit will represent the 
campus in the upcoming contract 
negotiations,” said Wilma Krebs, 
campus president of the Congress of 
Faculty Associations 


“The CFA is not completely hap 
py with the PERB decision. The 
breakdown puts tenured and non 
tenured faculty in the same group 
and the CFA feels that non-tenured 
people should have their own bar 
gaining unit because their interests 
are not the same as the tenured 
staff,” said Krebs 


“While the CFA is not com 

pletely happy with the PERB deci 
sion, we feel we can live with it. CFA 
will provide separate bargaining as 
sistance counsel for members of 


units with separate interests,” said 


Krebs. 

“The CFA would like to see 
multi-year contracts for regular non 
tenured and lecture staff at least, to 
give these people a sense of security

“For 18 years I've been nonviolent 
but if those thugs ever come into my 
clinic again, it will be a fight to the 
death.” 

“The Pope from Rome is the sin 
gle greatest enemy against the rights 
of women anywhere in the world,” 
said Baird. “If the Pope said God 
told me abortion is O.K., the right-to 
hfe movement would fall flat on it’s 
face. That's where all the money is 
coming from to finance them. | still 
believe in a nation that was founded 
in the separation of church and 
state.” 

Baird has been in jail eight times 
for doing such things as displaying 
birth control devices and giving a 
can of spermicidal to an unmarried 
19-year-old coed. Some people, said 
Baird, call him a sexual pied piper 
who is encouraging women to be 
come whores and prostitutes by 
teaching them about birth control 
methods 

During the question and answer 
period there was much discussion 
about when an embryo becomes a 
person. Baird said, “That is up to the 
women in the audience and across 
the country. If they feel it is a person, 
that is their choice. They should 
have the right to make that judgment 
themselves.” 

Many pro-life people cited God 
as their reason for not believing in 
abortion. “I've had enough suffering 
under the name of God that I'm fed 
up with all of them,” said Baird, 
“Whose God is going to get you?” he 
continued. 

Baird said most people are not 
aware of what is going on. Women 
should become aware, write letters 
and picket for thei rights. “If you 
make abortion illegal, women will 
die,” said Baird. “Women won't stop 
getting abortions. Some people who 
could afford it would go to Puerto 
Rico, England or anywhere to get 


in their jobs,” said Krebs. 

The other mayor bargaining unit 
on the CSUS campus is the United 
Professors of California. 

“The UPC is satisfied with the 
decision though not completely hap 
py with it,” said Emanual Gale, pres 
ident of UPC 

“The UPC would have liked to 
have one bargaining unit for the 
entire campus but we are encour 
aged that PERB has seen fit to 
include full and part-time lecturers in 
a faculty unit,” said Gale.
